Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argue in substance that the prior art 
cited fails to teach monitoring utilization of a device by one or more virtual machines and managing power consumption . Wong- Insley 
teaches monitoring utilization of a device (Fig. 4;col. 9 lines 20-23; col. 10 lines 30-40; col. 10 lines 63-65; col. 3 lines 1-14; col. 3 lines 
35-45; col, 3 lines 60-63; col. 4 lines 5-9). The power consumption and state are monitored at each state, i.e. CM active state, sleep 
state, suspend state, and off state. Wong-lnsley teaches the various interfaces being executable by the virtual machine, (col. 23 lines 36- 
40;col. 9 lines 20-25; col. 10 lines 30-40). Therefore power utilizating is monitored by the virtual machine 
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
